ARE SPED 


BY MINE EXPLOSION 


Most Terrible Disaster in the 


Industrial History of British 
Columbia 


SOME OF ENTOMBED MEN 
MAY BE STILL LIVING 


But No Hope Is Entertained That 
They Will Be Taken from the 
Mine Alive—The Cause of 
the Explosion Is Un- 
known. 


Vancouver, B. C., May 23.—One of the | 
most terrible mine disasters. in the his- 
tory of the frequent accidents in British 
Columbia occurred in the Crows Nest 
Company’s mines at Fernie, B. C. Over 
one hundred men are either dead or im- 
prisoned in the mine, and little hope is 
entertained of the rescue of any who 
may yet be alive. Fernie is 300 miles up 
country, and the limited telegraph facili- 
ties have not enabled complete details 
of the disaster to be sent out, 

The management has a list of 133 men 
who are known to have been in the mine 
and there were probably others, Of 
these only twenty-four are known to be 
safe. 

Cause of Explosion Unknown. 

What caused the explosion has not yet 
been definitely ascertained. Many of the 
miners were ignorant foreigners, and 
One of the mine shafts was always more 
or less gaseous. It ig reported in Fernie 
this evening that the explosion resulted 
from the use by a careless Italian of an 
open or naked lamp. Another theory is 
that a miner struck a match, exploding 
the gas, which was always present in 
No. 2 shaft. The true cause of the disas- 
ter will probably not be positively ascer- 
tained, for it is doubtful if any man 
who knows will ever reach the outer air 
@live or be able to tell the tale. The ex- 
plosion took place in No. 2 shaft of the 
mine, being repeated in a few seconds 
In No. 3, with which it was connected. 

The two air shafts in which the ex- 
plogion occurred are situated on Coal 
creek, about 6 miles from Fernie. No. 2 
has always been considered the more 
dangerous, being dry, dusty and gaseous 
Recently the dangerous conditions which 
had hitherto prevailed in No. 2 tunnel 
had been greatly modified and improved. 
New fans were installed, furnishing an 
excess of air, with 40 per cent reserve. 

Little Hope of Rescue. 

From all avatflable sources assistance 
is being rushed to the scene of the ca- 
lamity, but there is little hope for the 
rescue of the entombed men. Already the 
work of § Mlberation has been be- 
gun with such means as _ are at 
local command, and eight bodies have 
been taken from the mine. The pres- 
ence of coal damp makes the work of 
rescue very dangerous and is _ seriously 
hindering the workers. 

In No. 2 tunnel, in which the first ex- 
plosion occurred, from 100 to 120 men and 
boys are usually employed, and in No. 
3 tunnel, to which the explosion extend- 
ed, about eighty men generally work. 
In both mines there are many foreign- 
ers, and the difficulty of disciplining 
these men and impressing upon them 
the use of unprotected lights has al- 
ways been very great. The main road 
of No. 2 tunnel is 9 by 51-2 feet in area, 
and would be sufficient for reasonable 
ventilation were it not that there was a 
motor working on the road, which al- 
most stopped the current of the in- 
take. When the men were at work the 
liberation of gas heavily charged the 
atmosphere and made it dangerous ,to 
employ lights which were not absolutely 
protected. 

Working To Recover Dead. 

The explosion was distinctly heard in 
the village 6 miles away. A _ few 
minutes later the alarming intelligence 
had spread like wild fire from house to 
house, and quickly the whole population 
was on the streets and hurrying toward 
the scene of the disaster. All the avail- 


able men were at once organized for the | 
work of rescue. and the labor of getting 
at the.entombed miners was begun with- 
out delay. Great difficulty was experi- 
enced in keeping back the women whose 
husbands, most of them foreigners, 
were known to have been employed in | 
the tunnels. With the passing hours 
hope at Fernie for the safety of the five 
pcore men. entombed has_ gradually 
faded away. The eighteen bodies al- 
ready recovered were those of men who 
had been engaged at work nbt a great 
distance from the mouth of the tunnel, 
-and the fact that these were overcome 
would show If{ttle hope for Those farther 
in the mine. Ventilation is heing gradu- 
ally restored. and it is expected that all 
the bodiés will oe reached by tomorrow 
morning. 
Nearly All Foreigners. 
Seattle, Wash., May 23.—Fernie is a 
town in’ the eastern part of the province 
British Columbia, on the Crows Nest 
s= branch of the Canadian Pacific rail- 
road. It lies in the center of a country 
very rich in coal deposits. The veins 
extend eastwaWi into the neighboring ter- 
ritory of Alberta. The building of the 
railway four years ago was followed by 
the operation of the coal mines, which be- 
longed to a company composed largely 
of Toronto capitalists. These are the 
coal fields that J. J. Hill was reported 
to have gained control of a year or so 
ago. Fernie’s only industry is mining 
and its population is about 5,000. Most of 
- the miners were foreign born. 
Relief Fund Started. 
Nanaimo, B. C., May 23.—Immediately 
upon the receipt of the Fernie mine dis- 
aster news, Mayor Manson, of this city, 
which has a population of about 1,000 
coal miners, authorized the taking of 
subscriptions at the gates leading to the 
grounds where a celebration is being held 
today and tomorrow.

TO DEATH 
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LOVERS CHOOSE 
TU Ole TOGETHER 


Curry Kills His Sweetheart and 
Then Shoots Himself 


They Lay on the Ground Side by Side 
and Hurry Their Souls Into the 
Great Beyond—No Reason 
for the Tragedy Is 
Known. 


South Bend, Ind., May 23—John W. 
Curry, aged 31, shot and killed his sweet- 
heart, Susanne Kecskemti, aged 16, early 
this morning and then killed Fimself with 
the same revolver. 

Curry and the girl, with her parents, all 
apparently in good spirits, sat on the 
porch until midnight, when the parents 
retired. About fifteen minutes Jater the 
rrother hoard three shots. She gave the 
matter but little thought, however, and 


went to sleep. At 2 Od’clock she awoke | 


and looking out saw the bodies of her 
daughter and Curry lying on the ground. 
The couple evidently thad planned to (lie 
tcgether. The girl had laid her best 
dress and underclothing on a chair in 
the parlor and the man was attired in 
ais best clothes. They apparently had 
lain on the grcund side by side. He then. 
evidently, placed the 38-caliber revolver 
cver her heart and fired twice. Both bul- 
iets, not an inch apart, passed through 
her body and buried themselves in the 
grcund. He “then shot himself in the 
mouth. Tne right hand, stiil clutching 
the weapon, lay acrcss his breast. There 
wes no indication of a struggle and n> 
reagon for the tragedy is known.

MAGNATE MORGAN STRIKES ROCKS. 
IN HIS EEFORT TO CAPTURE MONON 


EW YORK, May 23.—(Special.)—So 

Mr. Morgan is not to have plain 
N galling with his Monon deal. Some 
of the big stockholders in the Louisville 
and Nashville and Southern railway, 
Louis\ ble particularly, are objecting to 
the terms and to the attitude of Mr. Mor- 
gan in giving out plans he intends to 
carry into effect before allowing the 
stockholders to vote on the proposition. 

Onty Contingent Control. 

It seems from the developments of the 
last twenty-four hours that Mr. Mor- 
gan’s control of Louisville and Nash- 
ville is only a contingent one. He is a 
large holdee of the stock himself, some 
of which he bought in the open market 
and the remainder of John W. Gates 
and Edwin Hawley. He holds also as 
trustee a further large amount of Louis- 
ville stock on which he has an option to 
purchase at any time in six months at 


$150 a share. 

It is said that John W. Gates is not 
willing that the deal should be carried 
through unless his stock is purchased. 
Some idea of his attitude in the matter 
may be gained from the fact that there 
was given out quietly from the house 
of Harris, Gates & Co. ten days ago a

story regarding a big judgment standing 
against the Monon which would have 
the effect of depressing the market quo- 


tation for its stock. 

August Belmont, who is still a big 
holder of Louisville, is believed to be 
the principal objector to the plans of 
taking over the Monon through an ex- 
change of bonds. He is said to have 
expressed himself very forcibly to 
friends and business associates to the 
effect that the price to be paid in cash 
and bonds for Monon stock is far be- 
yond its real value. ‘Some big holders of 
Southern ratiway stock also have ex- 
pressed their disapproval of the pian. 

Will Cost $30,000,000. 

Developments in Wall street today 
brought the fact that the Monon railway 
deal, as announced by J. P. Morgan & 
Co., probably cannot be put through un- 
less the firm exercises an option to buy. 
at $150 a share, about 200,00) shares of 
Louisviie and Nashville stock.’ This 
stock is held under option. Exercise of 
that option. would call for the payment 
of $30,000,000. If the option is not exer- 
cised, however, the Gates and Hawley 
syndicate, which sold part of their stock 
purchases to Morgan & Co., can reclaim 
the whole of their holdings on repay- 


ment of the advances and interest, etc. 


That would mean loss of controt of the 
Louisville and Nashville railway to J. P. 


Morgan & Co. 

It is to be assumed that this loss of 
control will not take place. To prevent 
it, however, the firm will have been called 
upon to pay over $43,000,000 for the Louis- 
ville and Nashville railway. 

Official ‘Statement Is Made. 

The following statement is made of 
the terms on which Louisville and Nasb- 
ville shares were deposited with J. P. 
Morgan & Co.: 

John W. Gates turned over to J. P. 
Morgan & Co. 206,000 shares of stock for 
himself and a dozen associates. 

Edwin R. Hawley turned over to J. P. 
Morgan & Co. 100,000 shares of Louisville 
and Nashville, and Mr. Gates and Mr. 
Hawley took separate contracts of the 
same tenor from J. P. Morgan & Co., wh> 
advanced $115 per share on this stock and 
later purehased one-third of each, or 
102,000 shares, at $130 per share and took 
an option on the balance at $1) per 
share. In the event of Mr. Morgan's 
failure to exercise his option, the depos- 
ftors may receive back their stock, to-

REGARDED AS ENDED 
BY BRITISH CABINET 
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MILES ACAIN HIT 


BY ROOSEVELT) 


President Shows His Dislike by 
Revoking an Order, 


By the Revocation Miles Will Not Be 
Permitted To Act as War Secre- 
tary When Root Is Absent. 
Chief Clerk Acted 
Yesterday. 


Washington, May 23.—The president has 
revoked the old executive order of Au- 
gust. 29, 1901, by which the eutenant gen- 
eral commanding the ar and the ad- 
jutant general, in turn, are to assume the 
duties of secretary of war in the ab- 
sence of the secretary and assistant secre- 
tary. Before this revocation, in the ab- 
sence of the secretary and assistant 
secretary, Genera] Miles would have act- 
ed as secretary, or if he were not in 
Washinston, then General Corbin would 


act. 

The president’s order of revocation, 
which is dated yesterday, leaves the de- 
partment without a head in the event of 
the absence of the secretary and assis- 
tant secretary, unless such head is spect- 
fically designated on each occasion for the 
crder of August 29 last, designating the 
chief of engineers, is also revoked. Ags 
both the secretary and assistant secre- 
tary were absent today a hiatus was pre- 
vented by the issue of a special order by 
Secretary Root before he left this morn- 
ing, designating Chief Clerk John C. 
Schofield to act in his place. 

Having thus pectnssial = the temporary 
successor in his own office, Secretary 
Root has “‘ssued another order, which re- 
vives an old order of January 18, 1886, 
relative to temporary heads of bureaus 
of the war department. This order pro- 
vides that in the absence of the head of 
a bureau the genior officer of the deparz- 
ment or corps, on duty in the bureau, 
shall assume temporary charge. The 


significance of the order lies in the limi- ; 


tation on “duty in the bureau.’ Uneler 
the application of this limitation no oftt- 
cer on duty outside of the bureau could 
assume charge, as does Colonel Ward, of 
General Miles’ headquarters, in the vase 
of the adjutant general's office. but Gen- 
eral Corbin’s duties would ordinarily bs 
assumed by Colonel Carter. 


THEY FAVOR A SUSPENSION. 


Miners of West Virginia Likely To 
Quit Work. 

Huntington, W. Va., May 23.—At to- 
day’s session of the miners of the West 
Virginia district the most important ques- 
tion considered was that of a suspension 
of work <A unanimous sentiment in fa- 
vor of suspension was shown. The time 
for suspension was set for Saturday, 
June 7. Resolutions were adopted asking 
the operators for better treatment of the 
miners and a higher scale of wages, no 
reference whatever being made to a rec- 
ognition of the union. If the demands of 
the resolution shall be acceded to by the 
Operators the strike will be called off.

ALL OVER BUT SHOUTING 
BRITISH OFFICIALS SAY 


Downing Street, However, Is Taking: 
Precautions To Prevent Prema- 
ture Elation by Public for 
Fear There May Be a 
Hitch. 


London, May 24.—The Associated Press . 
has every reason to believe that peace 
in South Africa is practically secured, 
How soon it will be announced depends, 
apparently, more upon the convenience 
of the Boer leaders than upon the in- 
clination of the Boer government. The 
private and official advices received to- 
night in London from South Africa all 
point to the same conclusion. The delay 
is technical, and to end the long war 
seems to be the desire of both British 
and Boer leaders. The latter, however, 
are unable to convince all their follow- 
ers of the wisdom of acquiescing to the 
terms of peace. 

Were the Boers a thoroughly disciplined 
force, dependent upon the action of their 
general officers, peace would probably 
be proclaimed tonight; but Botha, De- 
Wet and the other generals seem them- 
selves unable positively to guarantee the 
degree to which their example will be 
followed. 

British Public Ignorant. 

The British public ts still quite igno- 
rant of the course of events in Sout? 
Africa, and there are no demonstrations 
tonight on the London streets, althougt 
on all sides the questig: asked is, “Is tt 
peace?” On the other hand, the stock 
exchange thoughout the day was. a seeth- 
ing mass of brokers who eagerly bought 
South African shares, while long after 
the closing of the exchange nearly & 
thousand brokers crowded Throgmorton 
street and did a frantic. curb business 
on the strength of the peace outlook. 

The appearance of Mr. Brodrick, the 
secretary of State for war, at the volun- 
teer service dinner tonight was watcheg 
eagerly in the hope of gaining an inkling 
of the government's private frame of 
mind. But Mr. Brodrick’'s listeners had 
to be contented with one brief and 
adroitly turned reference to the present 
situation. Responding to the toast, “The 
Imperial Forces,’ the war secretary said; 

“I would go beyond my duty should I 
enter into details of the communications 
which are now passing, and which pre- 
lude, as we all hope, the surrender of 
the Boers.”’ 

War Regarded as Ended. 

Greater public interest was manifested 
in today’s meeting of the cabinet than 
has been the case in any meeting since 
the earjier stages of the war. The min- 
isters reached Downing street from all 
parts of the country and were greeted 
by hundreds of people anxious for some 
sign of the probable trend of affairs. The 
cabinet meeting adjourned at 5:10 p. m. 
The Associated Press has ascertained 
that the government regards the war ag 
practically ended.

FROM FORT DE FRANCE 


Although the Skies Are Clear the People Fear De- 
struction by Volcano--Scientists Discuss the 
Outbreak of the Volcano. _ 


Fort de France, Island of Martinique, 
May 23.—At 5 o'clock this afternoon the 
Sky was clear and the population was 
calm; Dut despite this favorable change 
in the situation many families left Fort 
de France by the French steamers Ver- 
sailles and the Ville de Tanger for the 
island of Trinidad, and for Cayenne, 
French Guiana. This, with the 12,000 per- 
sons who have gone to the island of 
Guadeloupe, and many others who have 


' sought refuge at St. Lucia and other 


islands, has lessened the population con- 
siderably. Besides these, some 2,000 people 
have left for the southern parts of the 
island of Martinique, where 3,000 refugees 
have now assembled. This desertion of 
Fort de France has resulted in the dis- 
organization of many trades. A number 
of bakers have been compelled to close 
their stores, owing to the fact that their 
employees are among those who have 
fied. 

The French cruiser Tage, having Ad- 
miral Servan on board, arrived here this 
afternoon. She reported that Mont. Pelee 
now presents a more reassuring aspect. 
The clouds of smoke leaving the crater 
mingle with the clouds in the sky and do 
not have the threatening aspect which 
they formerly presented. A new crater 
has formed in the vicinity of Ajoupa 
Bouillon. 

The United States steamer Potomac 
made her usual trip to St. Pierre today 
with another party of scientists. She 
found the conditions there unchanged 
from yesterday. The top of the mountain 
was clearly visible for a considerable 
time. Captain McLean, of the United 
States cruiser Cincinnati, who has care- 
fully observed Mont Pelee, agrees with 
other experts in reporting -that a new 
crater has been formed below the old 
one. In the new crater there is a great 
cinder cone, more than a hundred feet 
high, from which steam and volcanic 
matter is constantly pouring. 

It is now the unanimous opinion of the 
scientists that this is an explosive vol- 
cano, no real lava or moya rock material 
having been emitted, only mud, s.eam, 
gases and fragments of the old crater 
beds. The scientists compare the moun- 
tains outthrow to the steam of a boiler 
in which the pressure rises to bursting 
point and they think it possible that a 
more violent outbreak may occur. The 
scientists remark that the explosions 
have occurred at progressively longer in- 
tervals and thatg they have also been 


progressively more violent. ‘Thus there 
had been three Hght eruptions of ashes. 
On May 5 there was an overfiow of mud, 
which caused the destruction of the Usine 
Guerin; on May & there was the outburst 
which destroyed St. Pierre, and on May 
20, or after an interval of twelve days, 
the last, tremendous outburst occurred. 
A new period of rest is now on and one 
of two things may happen. The pressure 
may be confined for a stil longer period, 
and then explode with still greater vio- 
lence, spreading destruction over a vast 
area, or+ the mountain may remain 
quiescent for another half century. 

These explosions were unique in the 


character of the material ejected, chok- 
ing, poisonous, blazing gases being hurl- 
ed forth with fearful velocity and force. 

The United States steamer Dixie, hav- 
ing landed 600 tons of supplies, left here 
at 5 o’clock in the afternoon for St. Vin- 
cent. The United States cruiser Cincin- 
nati has also sailed. 

In addition to the bakers’ stores, most 
of the other shops are closed. This is 
partly due to the enormous quantity of 
supplies of all kinds, food, clothing and 
medical stores, which have reached this 
port for free distribution. 

Later—The day has passed quietly and 
the population is becoming much calmer, 
especially as the volcano is gradually 
losing its terrifying aspect. Another 
large party from Fort de France, num- 
bering nearly 1,500, left here this after- 
noon for Trinidad and other places. 

It is reported on seemingly reliable 
authority that a new crater is forming 
at Ajoupa Bouillon, which lies on th 
side of the mountain opposite St. Pierr-, 
with its northern face toward the At- 
lantic. 

The volcano is now throwing off large 
quantities of ashes. These fell upon 
boats which were coming to Fort de 
France this morning and prevented them 
from approaching the shore nearer: than 
10 miles. | 

The indications seem to point to an- 
other volcanic oufPurst shortly. 

The Ajoupa Bouillon crater may act 
as a safety valve, but the meager re- 
ports obtainable here confirm the indica- 
tions of increased activity. 

Supplies for Survivors. 

Norfolk, Va., May 23.—The United 
States collier Leonidas is being loaded 
with lumber here which has been pur- 
chased from the Norfolk Supply Company 
for the building of houses to shelter the 
survivors of the St. Vincent disaster. 
She will sail for St. Vincent via San 
Juan, where she wil] unload a subcargo 
of coal for the naval station there.

“TInlese all the fer-de-lance in the re- 
gion of St. Pierre were destroyed by the 
eruption there is Mkely to be a consider- 
able mortality from snake bite for the 
next few weeks. The gulches around the 
city fairly swarm with the venomous 
reptiles. It is principally because of 
their presence that ascents of Mont Pe- 
lee, otherwise not particularly difficult 
or hazardous, have been so infrequent. 

“So far as we now know the water- 
courses of the locality have been choked. 
The vipers all require moisture, and the 
fer-de-lance ig very partial to water. Un- 
doubtedly, then, there has been an exodus 
from the slopes and gullies down to the 
water front. 

“It ls a curious fact that in cases of 
seismic disturbance snakes make for tie 
low land. I have heard that when Mont 
Pelee was disturbed in the middle of the 
last century the fer-de-lance overran the 
streets of the town, although they are 
naturaHy a grasslike enake, and a num- 
ber of people were killed by them. 

‘Suppose, now, that the shore beyond 
the district where all life has been blast- 
ed out has become the refuge of these 
creatures, what will happen to the men 
who land there, particularly if they are 
ignorant of the danger? It is mot pleas- 
ant to think of, The fer-de-lance does 
not wait to be attaeked. He is a born 
‘murderer. When he has once set his 
venomous mind on a man he will follow 
until one or the other is slain. Add to 
this natural leaning the fear and fury 
of the snakes at being driven forth from 
their own places and I think one can 
appreciate that their presence will not 
be the least of the dangers following the 
catastrophe.” 

The history of the fer-de-lance in the 
island of Martinique is a pecullar one. It 
is said that originally this island was en- 
tirely free from poisonous snakes, as Cuba 
is now. It was, however, overrun with a 
particularly active and voracious species 
of rats. Some enterprising inhabitant, 
bearing that the fer-de-lance was ex- 
tremely rough on rats, sent to Trinidad 
and had some imported. The visitors did 
their work. In a few years it was sald 
tn Martinique that the only surviving rats 
were those that had learned to climb 
trees and turned into flying syuilrrels.

LEAVE ISLAND, 
URGES DUBOIS 


Idaho Senator Claims Philip- 
pines Will Not Profit the 
United States. 


BEVERIDGE MAKES REPLY 
TO THE IDAHO SENATOR 


He Asserts That the Retention of the 
Philippines Means Commercial 
Supremacy in the Orient 
for the United 
States. 


Washington, May 23.—A temperate and 
carefully prepared speech was delivered 
in the senate today on the Philippine bill 
by Mr. Dubois, of Idaho. He confined 
himself almost entirely to a discussion of 
the commercial and industmia—l aspects of 
the Philippine question, his purpose be- 
ing to show that it would be a disad- 
vantage to the people of this country to 
retain the islands. This . government's 
activity in the Philippines: qajseo would 
serve to arouse China from her lethargy 


vour the trade of the world. Mr. Dubois 
discussed at length the agricultural re- 
sources of Japan and China with a view 
to showing that, with their advantages 
of cheap labor, they would be able to 
control the markets of the Orient, in- 
@Vluding the Philippines, 


No Advantage to People. 


Mr. Dubois”® contended that little ad- 


would go into the isiands and’ obtain, 
under concessions, great tracts of land 
which they would devote to the cuitiva- 
tion of sugar, tobacco and cotton, to 
which the land was peculiarly well adapt- 
ed. These products eventually would 
come into competition with the same 
products in this country, the result being 
detrimental to both American capital and 
labor. 

Mr. Dubois expressed the fear that with 
the cheap labor available in the Philip- 
pines, our retention of the islands would 
result seriously to American labor as 
well as to the American manufacturers. 

Manufacturing establishments would 
spring up in the islands and _ their 
products would come into competition 
directly with the products of this coun- 
try in the markets of the world, 


Beveridge Replies. 

An earnest and forcible reply to Mr. 
Dubois was made by Mr. Beveridge, of 
Indiana, who contended that the develop- 
ment of China’s resources would be of 
advantage in trade and commerce to the 
United States, as the industrial develop- 
ment of other nations had been. The 
argument of Mr. Dubois, he insisted, was 
refuted by all the facts, as it had been 
demonstrated that our exports had in- 
creased most rapidly to those countries 
in which internal developments was in- 
creasing, as thereby the people of those 
countries were the better able to pur- 
chase from the United States. 
tainly would be as true of China, as it 
had been of other nations. As the coun- 
try was developed the wants of the peo- 
ple would increase and so would our Op- 
portunity to supply these wants. 
had had recently a wonderful develop- 
ment and along with that @evelopment 
our exports had increased from about 
$3,000,000 a year to more than $29,060,000 
a year. This would be true of China. 
The exports to China from outside coun- 
tries amounted to about $250,000,000 a year, 
and he believed that it would be possible 
easily for the United Stateg to secure 
one-half of that trade. The Philippines, 
he maintained, were a door to the 
Chinese trade. 


Carmack Interrupts Beveridge. 

Mr. Carmack pointed out that Great 
Britain's trade had been declining, while 
that of the United States nad constantly 
deen increasing. Admitting that fact, Mr. 
Beveridge said the reason for it was that 
Great Britain, having long enjeyed a mo- 
nopoly of the export trade to her de- 
pendencies, had grown careless and other 
nations—the United States and Germany— 
more active and energetic and enterpris- 
ing, slowly had been undermining Eneg- 
land's foreign trade. 

“Are we to judge from the senator's 
argument,” inquired Mr. Carmack, ‘“‘that 
we are to enter upon a policy of holding 
colonia] possessions ?’’ 

“That question is not before the senate 
or before the American people,’’ replied 
Mr. Beveridge. ‘If it ever shall be, the 
«epublican party will answer it as effec- 
tively and as satisfactorily as it always 
has arfSwered important questions.”’ 

Mr. Carmack having intimated that the 
treaty with Spain had been ratified be- 
caus@ the controlling powers had put 
the dollar above every other interest, Mr. 
Spooner, of Wisconsin, denied that tn rat- 
ifying the Paris treaty the senate had 
even attempted to reduce the Philippine 
situation to the standard of the dollar. 
Mr, Carmack, he said, was not In the sen- 
ate at that time. 

“I know what is in the record,” retort- 
ed Mr. Carmack. “And I know that the 
then secretary of the treasury said that 
there was a good deal of selfishness in 
the transaction.”’ 

“That is merely the opinion of an in- 
dividual,”’ suggested Mr. Spooner.

Condition of ‘the Race Grieves 
the House Republicans 


$0 Sorrowful Are They That It Is 
Proposed To Send a Salaried 
Commission South To Make 
an Investigation.

Washington, May 2.—Representative 
Warnock, of. Ohio, fromthe house ctom- 
mittee on labor, reporting favorably the 
bill creating a commission to inquire 
into the conaiuion of the colored people 
in the United States, says, after pre- 
senting the purposes of the bill: 

“It is painfully apparent, although 
nearly forty years have elapsed since 
the negro race was given its freedom, 
and although # has lived in the United 
States during al] this time, side by side 
with the white race, that there is less 
of harmony between the races today 
than there was at the time the negro 
face was given its freedom.” 

He says that while the negro has made 
very great progress in many respéects, 
yet it is trub that gréat evils have crept 
Into his social, economic and industrial 
life. The aim of the bill, according to 
the report, is to acquaint the colored 
people, comprising, as they do, one- 
eighth of the population of the United 
States, with their true condition in this 
country, and to furnish information for 
the study of their sociologgcal condi- 
tion, 

The DIM provides for a commission of 
five persons to be appointed by the 
president, who shail receive $3,500 per 
annum and an allowance for actual 
traveling expenses. Allowance also is 
made for the expenses of the commission 
consisting of clerks, stenographers, 
rent, printing, etc., not exceeding $12,000 
per ennum.

M. Smith, the junior member of the firm 
of Barbee & Smith, was reelected ag 
junior book agent. H. M. Dubose wag se- 
lected on the first ballot for the position 
of general secretary of the WBpworth 
League and editor of Thg Epworth Era. 

Dr. Lambuth was elected missionary 
secretary with practically no opposition. 

There were two sessions of the con- 
ference today, one in the morning end 
one in tne afternoon. Much routine bue- 
iness was disposed of. It is thought that 
the conference wil) finish its business and 
adjourn not later than Tuesday next. 

Bishop Candler Presides. 

Bishop Candler presided at the morning 
session of the general conference. The 
first Dusiness in regular order wag the 
election of Mpwortn dJeague secretary, 
carried over from last night's session. 
Ballot Ne. 4 was taken, and while the 
tellers retired calendar work was fre- 
sumed, that being the consideration of the 
resolution to Jimit the contimuous service 
of ministers as presiding elders without 
special reasons to four years. The whole 
matter, both the mafority and minority 
reports, were tabled and the long dils- 
cussion was ended by leaving the disci- 
pline as it 1s.

Clemencia Lopez Appeals to 
President for Her Brothers, 


She Alleges That They Are Unjustly 
Imprisoned, but the President 
Shows No Olemency—Bishop 
Thoburn Discusses the 


Philippine Situation. 


Washington, May 23.—The senate com- 
mittee on the Philtppines today made 
public a petition presented by Miss 
Clemencia Lopez, sister o? Sixto Lopez, 
to the president for the release of three 
of her brothers of the province of 
Batangas, who have been taken into 
custody by General Bell and sent to the 
island of Talim, where she says they 
are undergoing great hardships. Miss 
Lopez is in Boston, and her petition is 
dated there March 15 last. 

Plea of the Bister. 
Her plea made is summarized in the 


folio wing: 

“Three of my drothers—Lorenzo, Cipri- 
ano and Manuel Lopez—are prisoners in 
the island of Talim, all the property of 
my family has been seized and we are 
almest —-e. Against two of my 
brothers there no definite charge, ‘nor 
have any of them been allowed.even a 
courtmartial. My other brother, Cipri- 
ano, ig accused, without evidence, of 
having concealed fifty guns which he 
surrendered with his. troops in March, 
1901. Moreover, four of the superintend- 
ents of our estates have been arrested 
and have been inhumanly punfshed to 
make them give up these supposed guns. 
My family has always been friendly 
with the American officials, my oldest 
brother, Mariano, having rendered them 
valuable service in pacifying several 
provinces, and our town 6f Balayan is 
the only Sermanently pacified town in 
the province of tangas. The authori- 
ties in the Philippines have refused to 
hear us, and therefore because of such 
great injustice I have come directly to 
you, Mr. esident, to beg of you to 
give us justice.’ 

The president's position in the matter 
fis made known through the following 
note from S§ecretary Oortelyou to Mrs. 
Mabel Bayard Warren, of Boston, under 
date of April 23: 

“The president has received your note 
of the 2ld instant, and requests me to say 
in reply that he has gone carefully over 
with tne war department, the matter of 
which you write, having been in corre- 
spondence with the authorities at Manila 
and in consultation with Governor Taft 
here, and that he does not think any- 
thing can properly be done. He will see 
Secretary Root on‘his return from Cuba, 
but there appearS to be a consensus of 
opinion that no injustice was done.’’ 


Bishop Thoburn’s Evidence. 


Bishop Thoburn continued his testi- 
mony before the Philippine committee of 
the senate today. He was examined about 
various phases of the-~ situation, and 
especially as to the rights of the United 
States to dominate the Philippine islands. 
He said in reply to one question that 
chaos would result if England were to 
withdraw from India. England had ad- 
vanced civilization in the Far East. 
Héng Kong and other places were made 
great points of commerce. Hong Kong 
was, he said, better governed than Chi- 
cago, and human life was gafer there 
than in Chicago. He said that tha 
United States had more right in the Phii- 
ippines than it had over the American 
Indians, because the islands were ac- 
quired by treaty. He was asked as to 
whether pe thought strong countries had 
the right to subjugate weaker ones by 
force, and said the question did not apply 
to the United States in the Philippines, 
because the islands were acquired by 
treaty. 

Th committee refused to call as wit- 
nesses senators and members who had 
visited the islands. 

Questions to Bishop. 

Senator Culberson: “Don’t you think 
that the consent of the people themselves 
should have been eecured before we as- 
sumed the responsibility of their gov- 
ernment?’’ 

The bishop replied: 

“I don’t think it safe to make any ef- 
fort to get their consent until affairs 
are better established than at present. 
The average Filipino would not know 
what to say if approached on the sub+ 
ject. If he should speak out for Amer- 
ican rule he is Hable-to have his throat 
cut.” 

Senator Carmack: “And if he speaks 
ee American rule he will be put in 
all.’’ 

“Oh, no.”’ 

Senator Carmack asked a number of 
questions concerning the comparative 
success of American missionaries in Asia. 
The bishop replied that he did not con- 
sider their success due entirely to the 
fact that heretofore the United States 
has not been a nation of conquest,* and 
declared it was due largely to the popu- 
lar manners of the Americans. They 
are, he sald, less pompous. In China the 
Americans have, he said, always been 
popular, and they are becoming more so 
since the Chinese war. Our soldiers there 
had behaved better than the forces 2f 
any other nation except Japan.

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PROTEST BY PRESBYTERIANS 


They Object to Thomas Jefferson’s 
“Life of Chiist.” 


MEMORIAL SENT TO CONGRESS 


Strong Resolutions Are Also Adopted 
in Regard to the Divorce 
Question. 


—_— 


New York, May 23.—Tne Presbyterian 
general assembly today decided to send 
a protest to congress against the printing 
at public expense of Thomas Jefferson's 
‘‘Tdfe of Chriet.’’ 

The committee on church polity reported 
a resolttion appointing a committee to 
confer with a committee of the Protestant 
Episcopal church and with similar com- 
mittees that mag be appointed by other 
churches with a view to securing some 
concerted opinion and action by the 
churches of America relative to divorce 
and remarriage. The resolution which 
was passed concludes thus: 

‘That this general assembly, viewing 
with sad apprehension the many perils to 
family life in our time, the growing ease 
and frequency of divorce, upon grounds 
trivial and unscriptural, urges upon all 
our people the promotion of a wider rev- 
erence for the marriage bond and re- 
quires all our ministers that they instruct 
their people in pwhblic and private of the 
sacredness of the marriage Institution and 
that they exercise due diligence before 
the celebration of a marriage to ascertain 
that there exists no inpediments thtreto, 
as defined in our confession of faith.”’ 


Quaint Russian Custom. ‘ 


Philadelphia North American: A 
quaint custom of medieval Russia 
has a modern variation in the heart of 
New Jersey at the Woodbine Hebrew set- 
tlement. Here the original settlers pro- 
claim their indebtedness—the amount of 
that time-honored institution, the mort- 
gage—openly and without shame on the 
outer walls of their homes. When Farm- 
er Stubin becomes inquisitive to know 
how stands the mortgage on Farmer 
Tchernishefsky's place all he has to do 
is to look at the face of the latter's 
house and count the number of boards 
nafled diagonally across its front. 

When the farmer. by dint of hard work 
and economy, has paid $60 off his mort- 
gage he gleefully gets his ladder and 
wrench. and down comes a diagonal 
strip. When all the strips are down the 
mortgage is lifted. Thus the number of 
strips off indicate the number of pay- 
ments made, the number Of strips still 
on equal the number of payments yet 
to be made, 

This curious style of account keeping 
originated in Woodbine partly by design 
and partly by accident. The majority 
of the settlers were Russian Jews and 
they were accustomed to the peasant 
style of keeping accounts in their native 
country by notching on a stick or nall- 
ing strips to a board. The settlement 
trustees who handled the funds granted 
by Baron de Hirsch built all the original 
farm houses on a uniform plan. The 
plainness and severity of the outer walls 
were relieved by strips of wood nailed 
on in geometrical figunes. The occupants 
objected to these strips on the ground 
that they held the wet and asked for 
their removal. The management said, 
in effect: 

‘When you have paid your mortgage 
you may remove the strips. For every 
$68 you pay you may take down one 
strip, so when you have paid off the full 
$600 the twelve strips will all be off.” 

The settlers readily agreed to this plan, 
and the more readily as it gave them a. 
comprehensive and simple system of ac- 
count keeping. Incidentally it had an- 
other effect. It stimulated effort. It was 
an oecasion for family rejoicing and pride 
when a strip came down, and when the 
last one was removed the lifting of the 
mortgage was celebrated in happy style. 
Only a few weeks ago the last strip on 
the home of one of the original settlers 
came down. 

This system of open bookkeeping was 
not made to apply to the town proper. 
but on nearly all the houses buik on 
the farms the marks of the removed 
strips are plainly discernible. In some 
instarces a new coat of paint has oblit- 
erated the traces, but as a rule the farm- 
er is so proud of such a large “paid” 
stamp that he sacrifices neatness to the 
préservation of his unique receipt.

Rescuing Parties Meet with Diffi-: 


culty in Their Worx on Account 
of Gas Accumulations. 
Aid for Widows and 
Children. 


Knoxville, Tenn., May 2.—A _ special 
#6 The Sentinel from Coal Creek says that 
it is the opinion, of mining experts who 
have examined Fraterville coal mine, in 
which the terrible explosion occurred last 
Monday morning, that it was caused by 
Powder dust. 

This, it is suggested, might have result- 
ied from improper ventilation in the mine, 
Which until two years ago was ugques- 
ionably considered the safest iy the 
j Coal Creek belt. 
It is stated that the Fraterville mine 
‘Was dependent on the fan at the Thistle 
mine for fresh air supply, there being 
mo fans at the entrance to Fraterville 
mine. Further investigation will, how- 
ever, likely be made to ascertain whether 
@ny gas deposits were penetrated, as at 
first thought. 

Rescuing parties labored in vain last 
night and today in their efforts to re- 
cover dead bodies, as none have been 
brought out since 2 o'clock yesterday, 
when the number was 212. Of these all 
Save three have been identified. 

It ig still a question as to how many 
Temain in the mine, though it is thought 
the total number therein at the time of 
the explosion was 226. 

The rescuers encountered very great 
Qffficulties in the last entries penetrated, 
both on account of gas accumulations 
and heavy ledges of coal having fallen 
to block further passage. The mining 
tars are piled in heaps in many places, 
Indicating that the explosion was in 
Bpome respects akin to an upheaval. These 
Obstructions will have to be removed at 
least in part before more bodies are 
recovered. Many are believed to be 
buried beneath this debris. 

The chairman of the relief committee 
eent out from Knoxville announces that 
dt requires $500 per day to provide actual 
mecessities of iife for the widows and 
fatherless and to’ give other aid that 
comes within the province of the relief 
committee. 

It is thought the real enormity of the 
situation is not being fully realized, 4nd

He Murdered Anthony Lane, in 
Burke County, Last April—Exe-

The Bir- 
mingham line will branch off from the 
main system at some point between Co- 
lumbus and Eufaula, Ala., probably at 
Pittsboro, Ala. The entite Columbus, 
Eufaula and Gulf railway system will 
have a mileage of some 400 miles when 
all the plans of the promoters of the en- 
terprise are accomplished. It will be a 
system of railways connecting Columbus. 
Birmingham, St. Andrews Bay, Fla., and 
Apalachicola, Fla. The main stem is to 
be from Columbus to St. Andrews Bay, 
via Eufaula. 

A surveying party of fourteen is now 
at work between Columbus and Eufaula. 
This is to be the first section of the road 
to be built. The original plan was to 
build the road by Cottonton, Ala., but 
the citizens of Pittsboro, Ala., another 
small town on the Seaboard, made such 
liberal offers to thé company that the 
route was changed to go by Pittsboro 
and Glennville. The distance from Co- 
lumbus to BufMula will be practically 
the same by either route. When the 


| route was changed to Pittsboro the Cot- 


tonton péople bécame aroused to the fact 
that they were about to miss the new 
railroad and are now making vigorous 
efforts to induce the company to change 
back to the original route. A strong deél- 
egation from Cottonton and other towns 
on the original route appeared before the 
officials of the road in Columbus yester- 
day and submitted a liberal proposition 
in, writing. This proposition will be laid 
before the directors of the company. 
The prevailing impression is, however, 
that the Pittsboro route will stand. 

Colonel W. A. Hawkins, president of 
the road, left today on a business trip 
to Portsmouth. 

At their next meeting the directors of 
the road will act upon the matter of ex- 
tending the road to Birmingham. 


WORTH CAROLINA RAILROADS. 


Work Is Progressing on the Line 
from Angier to Dunn. 
Raleigh, N. C., May 2%.—(Special.)— 
Work has begun onthe extension of the 
Cape Fear and Northern railway from 
Angier, in Harnett county, to Dunn, the 
latter place being on the Atlantic Coast 
Line tailway between Selma and Fayette- 
ville. The other terminus of this road Is 

Apex, on the Seaboard Air Line. 

The work on the ‘mountain division of 
the Ohio River and Charleston raslway 
has now reached a point within 8 miles 
of Balersville, ‘Mitchell county. It is 
expected that by July 1 the road will 
be completed within 2 miles of Bakers- 
ville. It will go no nearer that tewn, but 
will run alongside the river and toward 
the Tennessee line. 

Work ‘begins on the extension of the 
Raleigh and Cape Fear railway in a few 
days. This road will cross the Cape Fear 
river at Lillington. Free labor will be 
employed as the Ohio River and Charles- 
ton railway has all the convicts the state 
can spare from the prison and its farm 
on the Roanoke river.

LAST DAY OF THE ASSEMBLY 


Overture of Missouri Presbytery for 
Limited Pastorates Referred to 
the Next Assembly—Ap- 
pointment of Dele- 
gates.

Jackson, Miss., May 2.—(Special.)—A* 
the beginning of the eighth day of the 
general assembly Dr. George Leyburn, 
of MisSourt, member of the committee to 
prepare a pastoral letter on the decline 
of tamily réligion and prayer, reported 
the draft of a letter, which was adopted, 
with the request that it be read by pas- 
tors in all churches, and that the com- 
mittee on pu ation be directed to print 
60,000 copies free distribution In Pres- 
byterian homes. 

Lexington, Va., was the only place put 
in nomination for the next meeting of 
the assembly. | 

The overture of Missouri presbytery 
for limited pastorates was answered, as 
follows:’ 

“This assembly does hereby recom- 
mend and send down to the presbyteries 
the following amendment to the book of 
order: To ghapter 5, sectidn 4, sub- 
section 6 of our form of government, 
next succeeding the clause relating to 
the power of the presbytery to establish 
and dissolve the pastoral relation, add a 
hew clause in these words: “To authorize 
vacant churches, at the request of their 
respective sessions, in cases where the 
formation of the pastoral relation is not 
at the time practicable, to employ ap- 
proved ministers to supply them until 
the next meeting of the presbytery.’ ” 

Referred to next assembly. 

Church Literature. 

The publication ,committee reported an 
increase of 20 per gent in the sales of 
church literature dvring the year. Meas- 
ures have been adopted for much wider 
diffueion of information regarding the 
work of the department. Only one-third 
of the churches of the jurisdiction have 
contributed anything to this cause. 

The adverse report of the committee 
on union w§h the Reformed Dutch 
church of America was adopted. 

A telegram from Dr. Dobyns’ congre- 
gation at Lebanon, Mo., requesting the 
assembly to reconsider his election as 
field secretary, was read, but the assem- 
bly declined. 

Two colored commissioners—Rev. Al- 
ston, of New Orleans, and Rev. Coleman, 
of Alabama—addressed the assembly, 
urging the education of negroes along 
religious lines, the latter declaring that 
the more intellectual the race becomes 
the further removed from ideas of social 
equality and politics. 

In answer to ®vertures from Sewanee 
presbytery the committee reported rec- 
ommending that this assembly disapprove 
the use of Easter cards and like litera- 
ture in Sunday schools. 

One of the most animated debates of 
the session was over the proposition to 
do away with the Latin thesis in the 
examination of young ministers. Judge 
Beckner, of Kentucky, led the assault 
on Latin and it was downed. Dr. Dw- 
bose gave notice of an appeal on behalf 
of the Peedee presbytery. 

Adjournment of Assembly. 

The Presbyterian assembly adjourned 
this afternoon, the business of the ses- 
sion having been concluded with the an- 
nouncement of the appointment of the 
following delegates to the Liverpool 
council:

LUMBER BUSINESS GROWING. 


Mississippi Timber Is in Great De- 
mand—Orders at the Mills. 

Jackson, Miss., May 23.—(Special.)—The 
steady growth and importance of the 
himber business in south Mississippi is 
ilhustrated by the statistical report of the 
port of Pascagoula, where the exports for 
a period of five weeks amounted to 2,- 
715,000 feet of lumber, chiefly yellow pine. 
The largest shipments were to Rotterdam, 
Havana, Havre and Queenstown, with a 
number of good-sized cargoes to Gouth 
American and Italian ports. 

The lumber market at Mississippi points 
ie holding remarkably firm and timber 
of all kinds continues in strong demand, 
compelling many mills to run night and 
day, while quite a number are preparing 
to double their capacity. A short time 
since some of the larger plants declined 
to book new orders, but recently they 
have announced willingness to take orders 
and deliver within a reasonable length of 
time. Many mills, however, have orders 


on hand that will keep them cutting from. 


sixty to ninety days longer. The market 
for sawn lumber is firm at a 16 1-4 cents 
basis. 

The demand for lumber from domestic 
points continues unabated, and Jackson 
is the main gateway for shipments to the 
west and north. The Gulf and Ship Island 
road is encountering much difficuity in se- 
curing sufficient rolling stock to handle 
the output of the mills. ‘Tne Jackson 
yards are continually crowded with ship- 
ments, and at the Guifport pier the facil- 
ities for loading are being severely taxed, 
while at Ship Island there are thirteen 
vessela from foreign ports awaiting car- 
goes.

Bridges Tried in Decatur 
Superior Court and 
Convicted, 


HOW WITNESS CAUSED 
NEW TRIAL FOR PRISONER 


Got Names of His Sisters Mixed 
While He Was Giving Evi- 
dence and the Jury Brought 
in Verdict of Acquittal. 

The Second Trial. 


Bainbridge, Ga., May 23.—(Special.)—One 
of the most interesting’ and at the same 
time important cases that has ever come 
before the superior court of this circuit 
Was the case of the state against C. R. 
Bridges. The defendant was charged with 
bigamy. He came from South Carolina 
beveral years ago, leaving a wife and 
Several children. He settled in one of 
the neighboring towns and after living 
there for more than a yearund to all in- 
- tents and purposes a thoroughly upright 
man, he won the affection of a young lady 
of one of the most esteemed families in 
this portion of tne state. After they were 
married, Bridges left home and while gone 
@ letter of his deserted wife living in 
Carolina fell into th ehands of his bride. 
Bridges was caught and brought to the 
Decatur county jail. Tuesday he was 
©rought to trial before Judge Spence. 

‘When tne most important witness, a 
re ative gf the injured young lady, took 
th: stand’ he became so excited that he 
awore that Bridges had married one of 
his sisters, and when the solicitor men- 
tioned another name the witness turned 
deathly pale, stating that he had made a 
mistake in the names, as he had two ajs- 
ters and he had gotten them mixed. The 
jury then, of course, brought in a verdict 
of not guilty, as the bill of indictment 
read for the wrong name.

The counsel for the de- 
fense claimed that Bridges had been put 
in jeopardy once for the offense of big- 
amy and that he should go free.

to consider the recommendations in the 
president's address was immediately fre- 
ceived and the action had on each section 
indorsing the report sent last night. Fol- 
lowing the adoption of the report as a 
whole, the nomination of officers and exe2- 
utive committee for the ensuing year was 
taken up and the following gentlemen 
were elected: , 

President, W. E. Cnapin, of Atlanta, 
manager of Fire Association and Pennsyl- 
vania Fire. 

Vice president, W. E. Reynolds, of 
Atlanta, general agent German-American, 

Secretary and treasurer, C. C. Fleming, 
reelected for the tnirteentn time. 

Executive Committee—Resident mem- 
bers, Thomas Egleston, George J. Dexter, 
C. W. Phillips, A. B. Andrews, J. 8. 
Middieton, D. B. Harris, B. H. Abrams, 
F. C. Calkins; for Virginia, L. R. War- 
ren; North Carolina; E. E. Paschat, South 
Carolina, E. G. Setbels; Georgia, H. L. 
Roan; Florida, H. R. Bush; Alabama, J. 
C. Aunter. 

Upon the conclusion of election of offi- 
cers for the ensuing term, a committee 
was appointed to provide a suitable testi- 
monial for the retiring president, after 
which the meeting adjourned sine dle. 

Many of the Atlanta party left for home 
tonight; others go to Washington and the 
east. 


Subjects Considered at Old Point. 
The committee of twenty-five appointed 
at the opening session of the Southeast- 
ern Tariff Association to consider the va- 
rious matters referred to in President 
Stockdell’s address, was in session two 
days. 
Their deliberations were in open session 
and were largely attended by the insur- 
ance men present. Perhaps the most im- 
portant siwbject before the meeting fre- 
ferred to the resumption of jurisdiction oy 
the association in the state of Virginia. 

The rule committee appointed to formu- 
late arfl suggest a plan of action recom- 
mended that in resuming jurisdiction the 
association elect a special advisory com- 
mittee of seven from special and gen- 
eral agents actively operating. in the 
state, such committee to have charge of 
all rates, rules, forms and inspections in 
the state with authority to employ such 
office and field assistance as they deemed 
neceseary. 

Although ably advocated by Chairman 
Paul Turner, as well as by A. G. Han- 
cock, of the Home; Robert Lacky, of the 
Virginia State, and others, this plan was 
not acceptable to the committee of twen- 
ty-five, which adopted as a substitute a 
resolution simply affirming that the as- 
sociation resume jurisdiction in tne state 
of Virginia and leaving plans and meth- 
ods as to detail entirely to the ce ay 
tion’s executive committee, 

This action was largely influenced by 
statements made by President Childrey, 
of the Virginia Aigents’ Association, and 
others familiar with local conditions that 
the local agents of the state as well as 
many large property owners would wel- 
come the association to full and direct 
supervision. 

Many of the forma! matters referred 
to. by the president were received as 
information or referred to the incoming 
executive committee with power to act. 
An exhaustive report on dry kilns in 
fumber risks recommending revised rates 
and charges and specifying new stan- 
dards of construction was made by a 
special committee, of which Clarence 
Low was chairman, and adopted by the 
committee of twenty-five. It increases 
the basis rate to 5 per cent, r@akes the 
charge for direct heating from furnaces 
also 5 per cent, fixes 2 per cent as 
charge when kiln is not relined or re- 
sealed within four years, and adds $1.50 
for blower system. 

A new schedule for tobacco risks, 
which has occupied a special committee 
some months in preparation, was re- 
elved, and will be promulgated at once. 
It will mean some increase of premiums 
in North Carolina and Virginia. The 
president’s recommendation that a plan 
be devised to allow companies desiring 
to do so to compete with mutuals for 
standard sprinh.ered risks was not ap- 
proved by the general committee, al- 
though strongly supported by Mr. 
Burger, of the Norwich Union, and 
others representing companies in the 
factory insurance association. 

The question of cotton policy forms, 
particularly as to transit cotton and the 
allied question of reinsurance of marine 
cémpanies, received much attention. A 
strong effort was made to release the 
companies from all restrictions in this 
busines$, and it was several times stated 
that the transit cotton forms adopted 
through a special committee last year 
had not been effective in saving the 
business to the local agents. Broker 
Mather, of Philadelphia, stated on the 
floor that he had placed with marine 
companies last season intigrance on 
2,000,000 bales. The whole subject was 
disposed of by the general committee 
today by agreeing to recommend refer- 
ence to another special committee of 
five to be appointed by the incoming 
president and to report to the new ex- 
ecutive committee not later than June 30. 

The committee also agreed to recom- 
mend that the practice of waiving subro- 
gation in cotton policies where loss has 
been made payable to certain railroads 
was opposed to the rule of the associa- 
tion, and should be discontinued. 

A courteous letter was recéived an? 
read from the Mississippi Compress As- 
sociation asking relief from _  require- 
ments as to the insurance of cotton by 
marks and numbers. This custom was 
adopted after the state laws and courts 
annulled the application of the coin- 
surance clause. The compress associa- 
tion had adopted resolutions in conven- 
tion a ing to use its combined and 
individual influence in obtaining the re- 

ai of the obnoxious insurance laws.

against the Southern railway and Sea- 
board Afr Line by V. E. DePass and 
Hydrick & Sawyer, attorneys, repre- 
senting the citizens of the town of Car- 
lisle, Union county, to recover damages 
as prescribed by the act of 1900, twenty- 
third statutes, page 388. This act pro- 
vides that wherever the lines of rail- 
roads of two or more corporations en- 


| ter or pass through the corporate lim- 


its of any city or town, the corpora- 
tions are required to build such con- 
necting tracks a8 may be necessary to 
effect an actual connection of such lines 
for the purpose of interchanging and 
actual delivery of cars and freight in 
carload lots. Six months’ time is al- 
lowed by the act in which to make said 
connection, and in the event of failure, 
a penalty of $25 a day is prescribed. As 
eighteen months have elapseg since the 
filing of the suits, the complainants 
claim damages to the amount of $11,500. 
* The two railroads have been contest- 
ing several such suits. and have made 
application to the railroad -commission 
to suspend the operation of said act, 
but this application will be vigorously 
fought by the attorneys. The hearing 
will be had in Columbia next.

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SEVENTEEN-YEAR LOCUSTS 
ARE NOW DUE IN GEORGIA 


O! The hour of the seventeen year 
J tocust is at hand and the Georgia 

farmer is tearing his hair in antici- 
pation of the visitation which is sure to 
come, unless all signs and traditions in 
regard to locusts fail. 

It is a matter of history that the seven- 
teen year locust appeared here in bulk 
in the yeat 1868 He arrived here on 
schedule time in 1885 and now the time 
is propitious for another visit, and al- 
though he ts somewhat overdue, locusts 
of the seventeen year brand have. been 
seen in regiments in many of the southern 
states. 

Maryland Is, so far this year, the favor- 
ite place of abode for the insects who 
come up smiling every seventeen years, 
and Baltimore is at present infested with 
them. The locusts’ favorite resting place 
is In trees and the trees of Baltimore 
are all thickly covered with them. 

The locusts, however, do not think that 
Baltimore is the only place in the state 
of Maryland worth visiting, as many 
other parts of the state are infested at 
present, and more are arriving dally. 

The locusts, while not as harmful to 
vegetation ag many other insects, quickly 
destroy the foliage of trees upon which 
they rest. One of the most peculiar traits 
of the insect is his very unexpected ap- 
pearance. One may look at a tree in 
the night without a locust in sight and 
the next morning that same tree will be 
covered with hundreds of the little seven- 
teen year visitors ? 

The arch enemy of the locust is the 
English sparrow. atfl one of tla few 
good traits of the latter is his-lusty appe- 

undreds 


of the locusts in the districts 
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present are disappearing -dally via the 
English sparrow route. , 

The male seventeen year locust is very 
lazy while the female is industrious. The 
male does very little but sing day and 
night, while the female never sings but 
spends her time in annexing all the vege; 
tation in sight. 

It is not definitely known that any of 
the locusts have been seen in Georgia 
far this year, although several persons 
assert that they have seen sbme strag- 
glers. A prominent young Atlantan, who 
has been spending some time im north 
Georgia recently, was seen by a reporter 
for’ The Constitution at his residence, 
No. 257 Peachtree street, last night. 
When asked if he had seen any seventeen 
year locusts, he sald thet he could not 
state positively. He said that, while 
climbing a mountain he had seen & num- 
ber of insects like locusts, but ° her 
they were of the seventeen year brand or 
not he was not aware. “One thing which 
seemed peculiar about the insects I saw,” 
said he, “was that they only appeared 
at a certain altitude, about half way up 
the mouritain. I saw none of them either 


above or below this altitude.”

Senator Hoar, manifestly, does not

Growers Do Not Expect More Than 
Quarter ofa Crop, 


WINTER FREEZES DID DAMAGE 


What Fruit There Is on the Trees Is 
Large and Healthy—Talks 
with Growers 


Barnesville, Ga., May 23.—(Special.)—The 
consensus of opinion among ffuit growers 
in this section is that the yiel@ of peaches 
this year will be but little more than 
2% per cent of a full crop. The hard 
winter freezes damaged the crop mgtgri- 
ally and much fruit has fallen from 
the trees. What remains is large and 
healthy. 

Mr. V. O. Marshburn, the largest grow- 
er, expects to ship about six cars of 
Triumphs the middle of June, two cars 
of Carmen and Mountain Rose about 
June 25, and fifteen cars of Elbertas 
about July 15. He estimates that he will 
ship one-third less fruit than last year 
or about one-third of a full crop. 

Stafford & Howard expect about one- 
half as much fruit as they shipped last 
year, or about one-quarter of a full 
crop. They estimate that they will ship 
two cars of Triumphs, ten cars of El- 
bertas and two cars of Emmas. 

George W. Lowden, who operates a 
large cannery here, states that about 
fifty acres have been planted In tomatoes 
which ought to yield 10,000 bushels. He 
also expects to can about 8,000 bushels of 
peaches which will require twelve cars 
tor shipment. 

P. F. Matthews & Son have fifty acres 
in watermelons which are in fine condi- 
tion and ought to yield sixteen cars. 

Captain L. E. Veal has ten acres in 
watermelons and expects to ship three 
cars, 

T. W. CochRan and A. O. Murphey ex- 
pect to ship 0 cars each of Elberta 
peaches. J. Ni Sappington four cars, and 
A. P. Middlebrooks four cars. 

The growers at Goggans, five miles 
east of Barnesvil@, report a short crop 


“and will ship six to eight cars of El- 


bertas.

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BARS UP AGAINST CORNELIA. 


Mount Airy Quarantines Against the 
Smallpox. 

Tocca, Ga., May 23.—(Special.)}—Two or 
three days ago it was reported in Toccoa 
that there were several cases of small- 
pox in Cornelia. At first no particular 
attention was paid to the report. Last 
Tudsday Dr. F. C. Davis, of this place, 
who has two young sisters attending 
the Cornelia Normal institute, went up 
to Cornelia to make some investigations 
for himself. 

When Dr. Davis reached Cornelia, he 
says, he found that smallpox had ex- 
isted in the school for five weeks past 
and that there hai been no systematic 
attempt to check the disease. The school 
was closed yesterday. 

Dr. Davis returned home without his 
sisters, thinking it best not to take them 
to their homes untfi all danger as to 
them had passed. 

Yesterday Dr. Davis again visited Cor- 
nelia. During the day B. P. Brown, 
of this place, received a letter from Presi- 
dent A. E. Boothe saying that the pres- 
ent seesion of the school had been hur- 
riedly brought to a closé on account of 
smallpox. Ag soon as the mayor and 
council of the city of Toccoa heard the 
facts concerning the situation at Cornelia, 
they at once met and passed an omiinance 
quarantining against Cornelia and Mount 
Airy, the latter place being only two 
miles from the former town. 


BOTH ARE NOW UNDER ARREST.

Not To Be His Wife. 

Anniston, Ala., May 23.—(Special.)—L. 
W. Smith was arrested late Wednesday 
afternoon on a warrant from Jefferson 
county, charging him with abandoning 
his family.

pair of machines which are to be shipped 
to Central Asia via Batoum, a port in the 
southern part of Russia on the Black sea. 

Tae machines, which are designed for 
the purpose of repairing the teeth of cot- 
ton gins, are not only the product of an 
Atlanta factory, but arejthe result of 
Atlanta genius, having n invented by 
Albert A. Wood, of this city, and are 
considered an indispensable adjunct to the 
cotton gin. 

The machines are to be shipped to Mr. 
Polevoy in New York, who is the purchas- 
ing agent for a number of Russian ma- 
chinery merchants, and from there they 
will De shipped to Batoum. From that 
port they wiJl be transported to Cen- 
tral Asia by camel caravan, 

Mr. Wood, twenty years ago, patented 
a machine with which a cotton gin, dam- 
aged Sy some foreign substance going ip 


with the cotton, could be repaired at 


home, whereas the cylinders of the gin 
had previously to be returned to the man- 
ufacturer for repairs. This machine was 
known as the “duplex.” In 18938 Mr. Wood 
began work on making his machine more 
perfect, and the result of his efforts was 
the “simplex,” which performs the func- 
tion ‘of the “duplex” in a simpler manner 
and more rapidly. 

The salg of the machines was not rapid 
at first, but they are now being shipped 
to all of the cotton estates, and it is ex- 
pected that many other shipments will be 
made to foreign countries, besides the one 
to Central Asia. 

The name of the makers with “Atlanta, 
Ga.,” is stamped in metal letters on each 
of the machines to be shipped to the . 
Urient. 

The cost of the machines to be exported 
is $12, and the expressage to Batoum, 
Russia, will be $11.25. They are packed in 
two small boxes, and the total weight of 
both is 64 pounds. They will be snipped 
from New York to Russia by the Baldwin 
Express Company. 
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ISTHMIAN CANAL TALK: 
HOW CUBA IS CONCERNED 


By Colonel W. L. Scruggs, Ex-Minister to Venezuela. 


Washington,’ May 23.—(Spcial.)—Will 
the Nicaraguan canal bill come to a 
vote in the senate this session? Nobody 
knows. The indications now are that it 
may, provided it shall not be talked to 
death. But there’s going to be a great 
deal of talk and the session will hardly 
continue longer than till the end of 
June. 

It is now ypderstood that the canal 
bill will take preference of the Cuban 
reciprocity bill in the senate programme, 
But back of this lies a story. It is the 
intention of the opponents of the Cuban 
bill to see to it that the canal bill shall 
be “thoroughly debated.”” In other 
words, there is an alliance for delay be- 
tween the beet sugar men and the anti- 
canal men. 

As every one knows, the canal Dill 
passed the house by an almost unani- 
mous vote long ago. Then came more 
“talk”’ in the senate—a delay till the 
Panama canal people could be heard 
from. They suddenly dropped down in 
their price from $120,000,000 to $40,000,000; 
and they would have dropped still lower 
if that had been necessary. Of course 
every well informed man knows that 
the Panama people have really nothing 
to sell, and if they had, under the terms 
of their concession they could not make 
a clear title to it. But the scheme served 
its only purpose, namely, that of delay 
in the interests of the transcontinental 
railways. 


Both Nicaragua and Costa Rica, like 
Colombia and all the other Latin-Amer- 
ican republics, are prohibited by their 
fundamental laws from ceeding in fee 
simple “‘any’ portions’ of their territory 
to “any foreign government.” But they 
can make long leases with reservations 
of sovereignty. Herice both have en- 
tered into a tentative agreement with 
the United States to lease a strip of 
land ten miles wide between the two 
oceans for canal purposes. When _ the 
canal shall have been completed and 
open to the world’s commerce the width 
of this strip will be reduced to six miles. 
The United States is to use “civil po- 
lice force’’ to preserve peace and order 
, within this belt; but strangely enough, 
“there is no provision for the judicial 
administration over #. If, “in time of 
war,’’ the canal belt should be threat- 
ened by “any foreign government,’’ the 
United States is to have power to send 
its military and naval forces there in 
order to fulfill its guarantee of sover- 
eignty of country through whose terri- 
tory the canal passes. The sum demand- 
ed of the United States for these privi- 
leges is only $6,000,000, sony mad with an 
annual rental of $25,000 


“But how about « eas Thquakes down 
there?’ 

Just now the questior. ts a pertinent 
one, and, as a senator remarked to me 
yesterday, it would greatly simplify 
matters if during the present disturb- 
ances a transisthmian waterway should 
be opened by an _ earthquake. The 
thought is doubtless a very wicked one, 
but it is also a very natural one. 

The entire Isthmus is a volcanic re- 
gion. The great rampart of the Andes, 


rextending from ‘the southernomst part 


of Chili to the northern limits of Alaska 
is the grandest example on ‘tthe gldbe 
of a continental volcanic chain. No part 
of it is exempt from earthquakes. But 
as between the Panama and Nicaraguan 
routes, the latter has fewer by half, not- 
withstanding the popular opinion to the 
contrary. ™&. de Ballore, the eminent 
French geographer, who has prepared a 
catalogue of earthquakes in Central and 
South America, covering the period from 
the time of Spanish conquest to the year 
1886, credits Panama with twenty-eight 
and Nicaragua with fourteen. Twelve 
of these last named occurred between 
the years 1882 and 188. But the most 
destructive of the twenty-eight was that 
of 1621, which almost completely de- 
molished the old town of Panama, some 
six miles distant from the site of the 
present city. The next most destructive 
was that of September, 1882, which tum- 
bled down the great cathedral, threw 
the roadbed of the Panama railway out 
of line, cracked the building of the De 
Lesseps Canal Company, caused consid- 
erable destruction of life and property 
at Colon, and opened great crevices near 
Mount Culabra. 

Of the fourteen at Nicaragua, that 
of 184 was the most destructive. The 
town of Rivas—only four miles from the 
proposed canal liné—-was almost wiped 
out of existence and considerable dam- 
age wes done at Gan Juan, or “Grey- 
town,” as our British cousins still per- 
sist in calling it. 

And yet the isthmus is far from being 
“the storm center’’ of earthquakes. Car- 
acas, three days’ sail to the eastward, 
was almost totallg destroyed by an 
earthquake in 1812. In 1692 a portion of 


the islan@ of Jamaica was sunk by an. 


earthquake. The town of Salvador, far 
té the northward, has been destroyed 
eight times by earthquakes and has been 
as many times rebuilt on or near the 
same site. San Jose de Guatemala thas 
been tumbled down seven times. The 
great earthquake at Quito {n 1779 was 
perhaps the most terrible phenomena 
in the modern history of the globe. In 
the far interior of Colombia earthquakes 
are common occurrences and the fiour- 
ixhing town of Curcuta, on the Carib- 
bean coast, was almost totally destroyed 
by an earthquake as iate as 1874 So 
that with respect to e righ, 
there is really very little margin in 
favor of either the or Nica- 
ragua routes. 


“Which of the two routes is the moet 


three days’ sail nearer to our coast line, 
It is also further contended that, being 
the only really practicable route, as well 
as the shorter one between Europe and 
Asia, it will not be abandoned by com- 
mercial nations, even if we should make 
choice of the Panama route. In the 
course of time it will pass into other 
hands and a ¢anal will be constructed 
there beyond our power to prevent it— 
that is, unless we resort to force and 
thus disgrace our country. A canal 
there, in the control of some great mar- 
itime power, would be a standing 
menace to our peace and safety. It 
would handicap our coastwise trade, 
and whilst our navy would be engaged 
in defending the Panama canal fully 
600 miles distant, this Nicaragua water- 
way would be as a sword thrust in be- 
tween our coast line and the right arm 
of our power. 

The only substantial reason urged in 
favor of the Panama route is that it 
would be about five and a half million 
cheaper—that is, assuming that “the 
Chagres river problem’ has been solved, 
which, however, is not the case. And 
to show how serious that problem is, 
it has even been suggested that the 
waters of the river and the white slime 
for hundreds of feet beneath them 
might be frozen by chemical process and 
thus permit dredging under water to 
the depth of 130 feet. I can think of 
nothing that is more chimerical, vision- 
ary or impracticable, unless it. was De 
Lesseps’ plan to dam up thé river to 
a height of over 300 feet and thus change 
the entire watershed. Think of a stone 
dam over 300 feet high, nearly a’ mile 
and a quarter long and 2® feet thick, 
resting upon nothing more substantial 
than white mud and slime over which 
& man could not walk without sinking 
up to his armpits! — 

Aside from these considerations, there 
are two others which seem to have been 
Overlooked in the prolonged discussion 
of this question. The isthmus of Pana- 
ma is notoriously the most unwhole- 
some spot on the American continent. 
The climate there is in constant war- 
fare with human life and it is caused by 
natural conditions, wfhich are beyond 
remedy. On the Atlantic side the entire 
valley of the Chagres is a hotbed of 
pestilent fever germs. Night and morn- 
ing the serpentine course of the river 
may be traced by a thick, sickening 
miasma almost as fatal to human life 
as are the fumes of Mount Pelee. At 
Panama, the Pacific torminus of the pro- 
posed canal, the tide rises 20 feet every 
twenty-four hours, bearing in the refuse 
of the sea and decaying animal matter. 
When the tide goes out this refuse mat- 
ter is lef’ to smoke and rot under a 
tropical sun, and thus we have thou- 
sands of acres of mud flats, giving out 
their pestilent exhalations and poisoning 
the air for miles around. There is no 
remedy for this save in filling up the 
bay fully four miles seaward with solid 
rock and that is clearly impracticable. 
It would involve a cost nearly half of 
the estimated cost of the canal itself. 

Again, the control of the canal by the 
United States necessarily involves the 
control of its termini. At the Atlantic 
terminus we have the town of Colon, 
a place of 15,000 inhabitants and a pre- 
fecture of the Colombian republic. At 
the Pacific terminus we jfhave the city 
of Panama, the political capital of the 
state of that name. with its machinery 
of local government and a population 
of 30,000 souls. Is it likely that Colom- 
bia would cede to us both those cities 
for a valuable consideration, even if her 
constitution were so altered as to per- 
mit it? Or is it likely that the lecal 
authorities would voluntarily abdicate 
in favor of our civil autfhorities?

IN THE PRIMARY

Manta Votes in Sat Primary 
To Cast ballots at Court House 


County Executive Committee Holds 
Lively Meeting and Refuses To 
Seat Charles. I. Branan as 
Proxy for Committeeman 
W. O. Stamps. 


There will be two voting places in the 
city of Atlanta during the state primary 
of June 56, and these will be located at 
the court house. This was practically 
settied at the meeting of the county ex- 
ecutive committee yesterday at noon and 
the subcommittee of five, to which the 
details of the election were referred, an- 
nounced after the session that the polls 
in the city would be at once place. 

A ballot box will be located at one end 
of the court house to accommodate the 
vaters from the north side, while another 
will “be put at the other end for south 
side voters. There will be the usual vot- 
ing places in each of the thirteen county 
precincts. This arrangement was due to 
the fact that the committee has no funds 
with which to make arrangements such 
as are usually made for holding primary 
elections in Fulton county. 

A feature’ of. the meeting of the county 
executive committee was the refusal of 
the body to allow Charlies I. Branan, 
candidate for congress, to act as proxy 
for Committeeman W. O. Stamps, of the 
first ward. Mr. Stamps appointéd Mr. 
Branan to act in his stead, but the com- 
mittee turned the appointment down 
after a few warm words of discussion, in 
which Mr. Branan took part. 

No Proxy Received. 

The committee met in the court room 
of the criminal branch of the superior 
court at 12 o’clock and after being called 
to order by Chairman Fulton Colville, a 
temporary secretary was elected to serve 
in the absence of Secretary Harrison. The 
chairman then handed the secretary ths 
following communication to read: 

“Atlanta Ga., May 23, 1902.—I hereby 


sent me aS my proxy and act in my 
stead at the meeting of the democratic 
executive committee of Fulton cowry, 
to be held at the court house on May 
23, 1902, Mr. Branan being a citizen of 
the first ward. Ww. O. STAMPS, 
‘Member Committee First Ward.’’ 

Committeeman Reuben Arnold object- 
ed to receiving the proxy. He said it was 
contrary to the rules of the committee 
to admit euch. This brought Mr. 
Branan out on the floor. 

“T rise to a question of personal privi- 
lege,”’ he declared. 

“By what authority?” asked Mr. Ar- 
nold, 

“The constitution,” returned Candidate 
Branan. ° 

“What constitution?’ he was asked. 

“The constitution of the United States.” 

“The gentleman,” declared Committee- 
man Luther Rosser, “is not a member of 
this committee; his appointment as proxy 
has not been accepted and he therefore 
has no right to the floor.” 

‘Branan Cites Precedent. 

Mr. Branan, however, insisted that he 
was a taxpayer and had a right to speak. 
He declared the committee had set a 
precedent in allowing Hamiltcn Douglas 
to act as proxy for Committeeman Hu- 
bert Culberson. Committeeman Keith 
explained that the reason Mr. Douglas 
was allowed on the floor was because no 
one had made a point against him. 

Mr. Arnold moved that the proxy be 
turned down and insisted qrpon his mo- 
tion, It was put and the committee 
unanimously voted against accepting the 
appointment of a yrroxy for Mr. Stamps. 

Committeeman Albert Howell, Sr., 
said the details of the primary should 
be left in the hands of a subcommittee 
of five, of which Captain W. H. Broth- 
erton should be chairman. Captain 
Brotherton, however, explained that he 
was so busy that it would be impossible 
for him to accePt. 

“Well, Captain,’’ said Mr. Howell, ‘if 
you won't serve this time, maybe next 
time we'll get somebody else.” 

This caused a general laugh, tn which 
Captain Brotherton joined. He then 
went on to explain that, as the commit- 
tee had no funds with which to pay 
necessary expenses of the primary, he 
did net see how the details could well 
be arranged. He thought at least $300 
ought to be in hand to cover the inci- 
dental expenses of an éGlection, and he 
did not know where this money was to 
come from. 

Committeeman H. H. Cabaniss de- 
clared that it was absolutely necessary 
that polls be established in all the 
county precincts. As to the city, he 
thought one or two placés centrally 
located would be sufficient. The com- 
mittee took a like view of the matter, 
and several suggested that two polling 
places could be arranged at the court- 
house—one for the use of citizens living 
on the north side and the other for 
south side voters. 

Committeeman Howell - asserted that 
he had enough confidence in the faithful 
democrats of the county to know that 
there would be plenty of them more than 
willing to serve a8 managers and clerks 
without pay. He said that, with all re- 
spect th every member of the commit- 
tee, he was certain Captain Brotherton 
was better able, from his long experi- 
ence in such mattérs, to take charge of 
the details of the primary, withAhe as- 
sistance of a committee of active mem- 
bers, than any one else. It was forth- 
with decided that a4 committee of fivé be 
appointed to have charge of the pri- 
mary. 

Committee Is Appointed. 

Chairman Colville named the members 
of that committee as follows: 

Captain W. H. Brotherton, chairman, 
H. H. Cabaniss, Albert Howell, Jr., 
Luther Z. Rosserand Charles Northen. 

The following resolution was then in- 
troduced by Committeeman J. W. Gold- 
smith: 

“Resolved, That the chairman of this 
committee be, and he is hereby author- 
ized and requested, after the state 
primary, to be held on the 5th of June 
next, to appoint delegates and alternates 
to the state c@vention, the congres- 
sional convention of the fifth district and 
the senatorial convention of the thirty- 
fifth district; that said delegates be and 
they are hereby instructed to vote in 
the several conventions to which they 
are sent for candidates of the demo- 
cratic party who received in the Fulton 
county primary the greatest ‘number of 
votes for the offices for which they were 
candidates.” ;

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ARM CRUSHED 
FF BY TRAIN 


Charles, E, Sears, of This city, 
Injured at Griffin, 


Was Walking from Smoker Into An- 
other Car and Fell Between 
Platforms — Left Forearm 
Amputated—Will Prob- 
ably Recover. 


While walking from the smoking car 
into a first-class coach on a moving train, 
bound for Atlanta from Griffin,’ at §& 
o’clock last night, Charles E. Sears, a 
prominentn business man of this city, fell 
between the two cars and received inju- 
ries which necessitated the amputation of 
his left arm and which for a time looked 
as though they might prove fatal. 

Mr. Sears boarded the train at the sta- 
tion in Griffin.

Dr. Thomas 
found the case to be so serious that he 
called in Drs, Taylor and Nunnally and 
after a consultation it was decided that 
the injured man’s left forearm would nave 
to be amputated. The operatign was per- 
formed in Dr. Thomas’ office shortly after 
9 o'clock. 

When the injured man was first rescued 
from his perilous position he was thought 
to be in a critical condition. After the 
operation, however, the patient rallied and 
nis chances for recovery, according to the 
physicians in attendance, are good. 

Before the operation was performed Mr. 
Sears made a will and settled up his af- 
fairs as best he could, as he believed he 
was in great danger.

Atlanta Concert Association Issues a 
Statement to.the Public. 


NOT SUPPORTED LAST YEAR 


Unless Sufficient Sum Is Guaranteed 
by Music Lovers of Atlanta As- 
sociation Will Be Dissolved. 


Unless the music lovers -of Atlanta 
announce at once their intention of sup- 
porting the Atlanta Concert Association, 
that popular organization will be dis- 
solved. This declaration is made in a 
statement issued to the public yester- 
day by the board of dfrectors of the as- 
sociation.

‘* “Whereas, the directors cannot afford to 
incur any additional personal responsibility for 
said contracts in advance, 

* "Resolved, That unless sufficient subscrip- 
tlons for seats ere received by the secretary in 
the next few days, the association be dissolved.’ 
“As executive officers of the association we 
beg to add to the foregoing resolutiofi a short 
Statement fn justice to the directors and un- 
derwriters. 

“We believe it is the universal sentiment of 
the public thet the association furnished a se- 
ries of concerts during the past season which 
has never been equaled in the history of a 
similar movement in this city.

““‘Now, we respectfully submit that these gen- 
tlemen are not under any obligations to hazard 
a similar liability for another season, and it is 
apparent from the foregoing resolution that 
they do not intend to do so. 

‘In the present situation of affairs it ise a 
question for the public to decide whether or 
not they desire another series of concerts, and 
this decision can be indicated only by the 
promptness with which they subscribe for sea- 
son tickets. It is a mistake to suppose that 
there is ample time in which to do this and 
Still preserve the association. If these subscrip- 
tions are not forthcoming without delay the di- 
rectors will be forced to the conclusion that 
the public does not desire a continuation of the 
association, and it will therefore ‘be promptly 
abandoned. The gentlemen who are under- 
taking to continue the association aré interest- 
ed in it to the same extent as the general 
public, no more and no less. Pecuniarily they 
are not interested for profit to any extent what- 
ever, and for self protection they decline to 
become responsible for further losses.

Association Chartered to Raise Funds 
To Erect Handsome Monument. 


COURT GRANTS AUTHORITY 


Shaft Will Be Reared at or Near Spot 
Officer Fell in Fight of July 
22, 1864, in DeKalb 
County, Near Grant 
Park. 


Judge Yumpkin yesterday signed an 
order chartering for a term of twenty 
years the William H. T. Walker Monu- 
ment Association, which is to be or- 
ganized for the purpose of receiving 
donations for the erection of a suitable 
monument to the memory of Major Gen- 
eral Walker, CC. S. A., who was killed 
in battle July 22, 1864, in DeKalb county, 
near Grant park. 

The association is to have no eapital 
stock, and its officers will serve with- 
out remuneration. The imcorporators 
are among the best known citizens of 
Atlanta and Fulton county. They will 
hold a meeting shortly, at which time 
all the officers will be elected and d@ 
tails for raising the necessary monument 
fund will be arranged. Julius L. Brown 
was largely instrumental in inaugurating 
the present movement looking to the 
erection of a shaft in honor of the gal- 
lant confederate officer who fell during 
the sharp conflict around Atlanta.

Attorney General Wright Is 
Investigating Alleged II- 
— legal Combination. 


IS READY TO PROSECUTE 
IF HE CAN GET A CLIENT 


Says the Jacobs’ Pharmacy Case Fits 
the Situation Exactly — Now 
Wants To Find Some One 
Who Has Been a 
Victim. 


Attorney General Boykin Wright has 
‘begun an active investigation into the 
beef trust, and says he is ready to make 
@ case and prosecute those responsible 
under the laws of Georgia, if the proper 
evidence can be secured and a client 
found. © 

It is only within the last few days that 
the attorney general has had an oppor- 
tunity to give the matter serious consid- 
eration. His attention was attracted 
more strongly to the matter by editorials 
on the subféct in The Constitution and 
In the Savannah and Augusta papers, 
and he has recently instituted some in- 
quirtes to eee what an investigation 
along the lines suggested will develop. 

Mr.- Wright cites the recent Jacobs’ 
pharmacy case as one in point, and one 
which will fit the case exactly if the 
other circumstances coincide. In that 
case, it will be remembered, the supreme 
eourt decided that it was against the 
public policy of the state for persons 
to form combinations in restraint of trade 
and made permanent the injunction 
faigainst those who attempted by combi- 
nation to interfere with a competitor's 
business. 

In that case Jacobs’ pharmacy was 
the victim and that company secured 
all the evidence necessary to make out a 
case, with the result stated. Now, if 
there can be found an individual or a* 
company that Is affected by the meat 
trust dn the same manner, a cas® can 
be made out, the attorney general thinks, 
and those responsible restrained from 
further carrying out their plans. 

Attorney General Wright has ex- 
pressed a willingness to take the matter 
up and push it to a conclusion if the 
evidence need to make out a case can 
be secured. He eays the law is ample to 
reach the evil, just as it was in the case 
cited, but the desired end can be ac- 
complished only by the aid of others in- 
terested. 

No doubt there are plenty of citizens 
who would be glad to make complaint, 
for there are many who have been do- 
ing without meat almost altogether on 
account of the high prices, while others 
who etill enjoy it are paying twice as 
tuch for it as they did a month or two 

ago. 
Getting the proper evidence in a case 
of this kind appears to be a difficult 
matter, though many express the opinion 
that there is no doubt about the existence 
-of a combination from the results of 
which the people are suffering.

TOM EASON’S GOOD RECORD. 

Chauncey, Ga., May 22, 1902.~Colonel 
Tom Eason should be elected to succeed 
himself upon his record as prison com- 
missioner. There is no department of the 
state government that can make the 
showing made by the prison commission 
for the past two years. 

When thé present system went into 
operation under the management of a 
commission, happily for the state, a wise 
end judicious seléction was made in the 
personnel of the board. It required execu- 
tive ability to arrange the details, weed 
out the objectionable features of the old, 
and adopt new and progressive rules for 
the new order of things. Such a change 
required men of affairs whose well known 
characters and tried business ability could 
not be questioned. Men who. had been 
failutes were not wanted. A great change 
was to be made in our criminal system, 
and only men of recognized character and 
ability could give it the support and 
confidence of its founders, the taxpayers. 

Early in the life of the commission, 
Colonel Eason was appointed to fill the 
unexpired term of Colonel Beach, who 
resigned after serving a short time. He 
was, therefore, an active member dur 
ing the inauguration of the changes from 
the old to the new, and is entitled to his 
share of the credit that uttaches to the 
success of the system, 

As now administered, Georgia has the 
most ptrfect and humane system of-peni- 
tentiary management in the country. In 
the place of appropriations to keep up 
the penitentiary department we have re- 
ports of caSh balances to the credit of 
the prison commissicn. Modern ideas of 
the management and treatment of crimi- 
nals demand, in the first place, humanity. 
Inhuman treatment will not be tolerated 
by the public; and to secure this at the 
least expense to taxpayers is a problem 
that requires ability and thought. The 
idea now is to effect a reformation of 
the criminal, especially the young, and 
this may not be done without the aid of 
experience and a high order of execu- 
tive ability. 

The commission as now constituted Is 
a unit in perfecting a system mapped 
out; but sufficient time has not elapsed 
to perfect the workings. Enough has 
been accomplished to satisfy the tax- 
ayers, however, that no change in the 

ard is desirable at present. It would 
be folly to make a change in men now. 

In addition to the moral featuré of our 
penitentiary system, the financial ph&se 
will not be overlooked by the taxpayer. 
A system that solves the criminal ques- 
tion in accordance with the views of 
modern society, pays all expenses and 
turns into the state treasury a large net 
balance annually, deserves well at the 
hands of the people. And these results 
could not have been accomplished by any 
but able and conscientious men. 

The writer has known Colonel Eason 
for twenty-five years intimately. He was 
always noted for his energy and progres- 
siveness. As a lawyer he always went 
at a case ‘“‘hammer and tongs.’ He is 
a bundle of energy and aggressiveness 
in all business affairs. He is a man of 
ideas—not an imitator. In his own pri- 
vate business affairs he always led. He 
never trailed after the procession. 

As solicitor genera) for many years, 
he was a fearless, able and vigorous up- 
holder of the law. As such he could not 
fail to make some enemies; but it is safe 
to say that most of his enemies were 
made in cr tap violators 

As a member’ of the house of repre- 
sentatives, he was, as in all things, a 
leader and not a follower. His experience 
in public life has been such as to fit him 
for the duties he fs so ably performing 
as a prison commissioner. His long term 
as soliffor general thoroughly equipped 
him for the duties ofthe office he now 
fills. He is familiar with criminal law 
and his experience enables him to render 
the state eat service when the board 
is considering the matter of a pardon, in 
weighing the evidence and doing even jus- 
tice. 

In domestic life the writer knows Col- 
onel Eason to be an ideal father, hus- 
band and neighbor. His private life is 
clean, and his public life is a matter of 
history. In every sense Colonel Eason 
is a self-made man. He has reached 
the honorable —— he holds by his 
own energy and force of character. He 
inherited no worldly goods, had no fin- 
ished educational advantages or political 
backing, but has gone steadily upward 
by his own merits. 

As a matter of simple justice to Colonel 
Eason, he shoul e returned to the 
prison board without opposition.

RAILROAD MEN 
ENTER PROTEST 


They Object to Preposed Amendments 
in Commission's Rules, 


MANY RODS REPRESENTED 


Made for Railroads by 
Fourth Vice President Culp, of 
the Southern—Matter Will 
Be Determined by Com- 
mission Next Friday. 


— 


Railroad men representing most of the 
prominent lines in Georgia appeared be- 
fore the railroad commission yesterday at 
the capitol to enter protest against tne 
proposed amendments to rules 25 and 30, 
which have been under consideration by 
the commission for about two months. 

Rule 30 relates to shipments over two 
or more lines, and provides that the rate 
for such shipments snall be the sum of 
the local rates on these lines less 10 per 
cent. The amendment proposed by the 
commission is to the effect that where 
one road refuses to let its equipment g0 
on another line or refuses to handle the 
equipment of another line, thereby ne- 
cessitating a transfer of the freight, the 
line so refusing shall receive only its 
local rate less 20 per cent. The object of 
this amendment is to facilitate transpor- 
tation. The commission cannot compel 
one road to handle the equipment of an- 
other or to let its equipment go on an- 
other line, but it “ts thought the evil might 
be remedied by the proposed amendment 
to the rule. 

Rule 25 relates to switching, and pro- 
vides that railroads may charge a maxi- 
mum of $2 per car for switching a dis- 
tance of not over 3 miles. In some in- 
stances cars have been leased and shipped 
short distances under this rule, where 
the work done practically amounts to 
transportation. The amendment proposes 
to let railroads charge for such service 
their usual local rate for distances not 
over 5 miles. , 

There was some objection to the pro- 
posed amendment to rule 25, but the prin- 
cipal protest was against the amendment 
The principal argument for the 
roads against this change was made by 
Fourth Vice President J. M. Culp, of the 
Southern railway, thougn others took part 
in the discussion. It was claimed that 
such an amendment would force the roads 
to let their equipment go into the hands 
of irresponsible roads, which would use 
it for their own purposes, and that some- 
times it would go over competitive lines, 
whereas the initial lines should get the 
lomg haul. 

The commission took the matter under 
consideration and will meet again next 
Friday to discuss nad probably decide It. 
All of the members of the commission, 
Chairman Spencer R. Atkinson, Hon. G. 
yunby Jordan and Hon. Pone Brown, 
were present.

president, and Ralph Brown, auditor, 
Tifton, for the Tifton, Thomasville and 
Gulf; W. A. Winbutrn, Savannah, for the 
Central of Georgia; Charles R. Capps, 
general freight agent of the Seaboard; 8. 
F. Parrott and W. L. Magill, chairman 
and secretary of the Southeastern Freight 
Association, and J. C. Haskell, manager, 
and F. M. Hardin, chief clerk, of the 
Southeastern Car Service Assoctlation.

J. L. Graham of Savannah, claim 
agent for the Central of Georgia, is 
chairman, while Auditor F. A. Heaty. of 
the Atianta and West Point and the 
Western of Alabama, is secretary and 
treasurer. 


Spencer Confirms the Deal. 

Savannah, Ga., May 2.—President Sam- 
uel Spencer, of the Southern railway, has 
confirmed the report that the Southern 
has purchased the Atlantic, Valdosta and 
Western, the main line of which extends 
from Valdosta, Ga., to Jacksonville, Fla., 
110 miles. It connects at Valdosta with 
the Georgia Southern and Florida,.a line 
that has been owned by the Southern 
railway for some years. The purchase of 
the Atlantic, Valdosta and Western may 
be followed by the estabplisnment ofr ser- 
vice from Atlanta to Jacksonvilie via the 
Georgia Soutnern and Florida. 

The total mileage of the Southern’s new 
purchase is 155 miles. ‘ine company owns 
valuable terminals at Jacksonville, and it 
is sald that these terminals are what 
tempted the Soutnern. 

Smith D. Pickett, of Jacksonville, gen- 
eral freight and passenger agent of the 
Atlantic, Valdosta and Western, was in 
Atlanta yesterday. Mr. Pickett Knew 
nothing of the purchase of his line by the 
Southern and declined to discuss the mat- 
ter. 


Rejoicing at Birmingham. 

Birmingham, Ala., May 2.—(Special.)— 
The fact that the Seaboard Air Line will 
soon enter Birmingham has been the 
cause of a general rejoicing in this city, 
as well as at all ‘the industries in the dis- 
trict. 

Some of the aldermen were so enthused 
with the matter that they were willing to 
give rights of way over the streets and 
avenues asked for in the petition. 

It has been determined that it Is not 
necessary to wait for a regular meeting of 
council in June, but that the franchises 
can and will be granted at a called meet- 
ing next week. It is expected tnat work 
will be begun at once.
